notified the police. 

Mattapoisett Police responded and took Steven 
M. Grover, age 18, into custody. Mr. Grover is charged 
with receiving stolen property, to wit: a motor vehicle, 
breaking and entering in the nighttime, two counts of 
destruction of property over $250, four counts of receiving 
stolen property, to wit: credit cards, and destruction of 
property over $250.

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Inspectors noted the continued declining trend in overall 
herring numbers this year. 

"The (herring) count last year was (about) 6,800/' 
according to Mr. Watling. 

'T think the problem is the mid-water trawlers/' 
Chairman Andrews said. "When they're landing haddock 
and chad and everything else that are bottom-feeders, 
they are devastating to the herring industry. When I first 
came on the board we had over 130,000 herring counted. 
Now we're down to less than half." 

"There are block-frozen mackerel that are ... never 
getting to a mature age, so the herring aren't getting there, 
either," noted resident and local fisherman Tim Vickers. 
"I think it's scientists and fishermen that have to work 
together — not observers — who can get on the boats and 
see the actual catchers." 

Mr. Gurney requested that the Division of Marine 
Fisheries (DMF) remove their counter from the ladder at 
the Mattapoisett Herring Weir. "Some of the herring had 
difficulty getting through the counter," Mr. Gurney said. 

"When they built that ladder, I never could figure 
out who engineered it," added Mr. Vickers. "This (coun- 
ter) that's off to the side, I don't see how the fish can (get 
through)." 

"It does work — we had a 130,000 count one year 
— but it could be better," Mr. Watling said. 

The group next addressed the ownership and 
maintenance issue of the Mattapoiset River Dam.

"When Fairhaven became the responsible entity 
for the control of the dam, it was to ensure the water qual- 
ity for Fairhaven/' Mr. Botelho said. ''Now that we are all 
part of the regional water district ... the issue now is how 
we control the river for the whole Mattapoisett River Val- 
ley Water District as a resource. I would recommend we 
ask the district to look at how (the dam) operates and that 
the district be the key entity overseeing the dam." 

Several residents and abutters to the Mattapoisett 
River and Herring Weir were present and voiced their 
concerns over ongoing flooding problems and potential 
salt water contamination occurring when the river over- 
flows or when sea water backs up into the river basin. 

"The problem I have is when a nor'easter comes

... we get water (overflowing) from the river in our yard/' 
Mr. Vickers said. "If Fairhaven controls the dam, Matta- 
poisett has no say.'' 

"I think there's a way to do it, but it's going to 
take all the towns to (agree)," Mr. Botelho said. "Right 
now Mattapoisett is responsible for the maintenance of 
the dam, but Fairhaven controls it." 

"Whoever has control ... all I ask is it isn't pouring 
like heck and nothing gets done," said resident and abut- 
ter Bob Spooner. 

"This has always been a problem (but) it's been 
much less a problem since the fish ladder went in," said 
Ed Fortin, who is responsible for controlling the dam on 
behalf of Fairhaven. "There's been a lot of complaints 
about the water table and (local) sump pumps. Whatever 
water table you have (now) could be much higher than it 
ever was." 

"I hope that the neighborhood understands this 
board takes your concerns to heart, but it's a much larger 
picture, especially now with the (four-town) Mattapoisett 
River Valley District," Chairman Andrews said. "We 
have a responsibility to maintain the water quality for the 
whole district." 

"I think we need to put this to the (water district) 
and have them address these concerns," Selectman Col- 
lyer said. "We're not going to solve this tonight." 

The joint Herring Inspectors once again recom- 
mended that the taking of herring remain suspended for

the coming year and also unanimously voted to not install 
the herring counter at the Mattapoisett Herring Weir on 
Route 6. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Noted the next regular Selectmen's meeting will 
be held on Tuesday, March 11 at 7:00 pm in the Matta- 
poisett Town Hall Conference Room. 

• Noted an Open House for the newly-renovated 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library will take place on Sat- 
urday, March 15, with a snowdate of Sunday, March 16, 
from 12:00 noon to 2:00 pm. 

• Received a letter from resident Florrie Smith of 
Beechwood Road thanking the Highway Department for 
cleaning up the trash problem on Wolf Island Road. 

Lastly, Highway Surveyor Barry Denham next 
informed the board that he has plans in-hand for lower 
Brandt Island Road and he has scheduled a meeting on 
Tuesday, March 11 at 7:00 pm for residents and abutters 
and anyone else interested to view the plans.

"We're 
getting a lot of backup of salt water (in the area)," he said.

as my position is concerned I wanted to keep (the Town 
Treasurer's position) within the Compensation Plan and it 
was my understanding the (step grade change) would be 
temporary/' Selectman Nunes said. 

The board then met with members of the Plan- 
ning Board and Town Planner Randall Kunz at 7:05 pm to 
discuss the role of the Town Planner. 

'T think the main issue is who does (the Town 
Planner) report to?" Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson asked. 'The Planning Board feels he should 
report to the Planning Board. But Mr. LaCamera feels 
since he is a town employee, he should report to him. My 
concern is really more about his agenda ... right now, we 
need to take Mr. Kunz out of the equation and look at the 
position.

(Mr. Kunz) leaves.'' 

Mr. Cummings said his major concern revolved 
around the fact that not much is being done in terms of 
actual town planning. The Planning Board has basically 
had to simply react to whatever planning or development 
projects come along. 

"That's where we need to do some proactive 
planning/' Mr. Cummings said. "Part of the problem is 
there's been a bit of confusion in terms of the direction 
we're going. Right now one of the most important things 
we need to do is get some emphasis and importance on 
forward planning." 

"How do we disentangle the Town Planner from 
his other responsibilities?" Selectman McGaffey asked, 
noting that Mr. Kunz is now also working with the Soil 
Board and on the proposed Chapter 40B housing develop- 
ment off Featherbed Lane. "We need to free him up so he 
can devote more time to planning issues." 

"We may need to go out and get a consultant to 
help," Mr. Cummings suggested. "At one point we almost 
had a planner in the Town Planner's position, but the 
town didn't want to pay (for one). So (Mr. Kunz) came on 
as kind of a stop-gap situation. One of the things that has 
been a key confusion point is he thinks he's marching to 
the tune of the Board of Selectmen." 

"I agree the town hasn't had a true Town Plan- 
ner," Selectman Nunes said. "Mr. Kunz has done a good 
job in assisting the Planning Board with what they need to

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do, but there hasn't been any proactive town planning/' 
"The real problem is the guy has two masters/' 
Mr. Cummings said. 

"\ disagree, because I think (Mr. Kunz) was hired 
to achieve goals set by the (Board of Selectmen)," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "\ think one of our top priorities right 
now is an Affordable Housing Plan. If we get it approved 
by the state, we can control (future development).

'There's a whole lot of stuff that impinges on 
(several boards)/' Selectman McGaffey said. "I can't agree 
that the Planning Board by itself is responsible for setting 
the town's (entire) planning priorities." 

"There was talk of a Regional Planner three or 
four years ago and no one felt it was financially feasible 
at the time," Mr. Johnson said. "That's where (consultant) 
Phil Hare was brought in part-time." 

Another pending project is the implementation of 
the recently-revised Master Plan for the Town of Roches- 
ter, which Mr. Cummings suggested should be under the 
Town Planner's purview. 

"Maybe we need to hire a separate planner ... for 
a year or two," Mr. Cummings said. "Maybe we need to 
bite the bullet and examine the serious impacts that plan- 
ning will have on the town. What we have now is kind of 
a wish list that everyone put together ... but what we need 
is a plan to get to where we want." 

"Just to be clear, we don't have money in the bud- 
get this year for additional consulting fees ... I don't want 
anyone to be surprised," Mr. LaCamera said. "That's one 
of the first things we've cut from the budgets." 

"In my opinion, (Mr. Kunz) is doing 30 hours 
as Town Planner, then he should report to the Planning 
Board," Selectman Nunes said. 

"(But) if he's reporting to the Planning Board, 
then he shouldn't do anything with the Soil Board, and he 
shouldn't be involved with the 40B project," Mr. LaCam- 
era cautioned. 

"I guess my suggestion would be that we should 
have first dibs on setting (Mr. Kunz's) priorities," Mr. 
Johnson said. 

Other members of the Planning Board expressed 
similar frustration at being unable to proactively pursue 
an overall plan for the town's future development.

Schools and Colleges), mentored teachers, organized tal- 
ent shows and numerous art shows as well as served on 
committees such as Principal Search Committee, Superin- 
tendent Search Committee, Art Curriculum Committee, 
Professional Development Committee, president of the 
Marion Teachers Association, Arts in Action Committee, 
Sunshine Committee, Report Card Committee, School 
Council, and countless others. 

"But my favorite job has always been working 
with children and watching them learn about art," she 
said.

Charlie Bartlett Starring Anton Yelchin and Robert Downey Jr. Di- 
rected by Jon Poll. Running time: 97 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Are teenagers today so hungry for a sympathetic ear that they'll fall 
in line, cult-like, behind anyone who gives them drugs and listens to their 
complaints? That's the impression left by Charlie Bartlett, which had been 
knocking around unreleased for a while until MGM, apparently hoping 
they had another Juno on their hands, dusted it off for a slow February 
weekend. Parts of Charlie Bartlett are enjoyable, especially Robert Downey 
Jr/s performance as a high-school principal who hates his life. Too much 
of it, though, is pilfered from other films (good and bad), and what we're 
left with is a mildly contemptuous portrait of teenagers, fleshed out in 
only the most rudimentary and predictable ways. 

Charlie (Anton Yelchin) is a privileged lad who's been booted out 
of any number of private schools. His modus operandi seems to be to 
ingratiate himself with his fellow students by ''helping" them in illegal 
ways: his latest offense is making fake IDs. Charlie, who daydreams of 
being beloved by masses of students chanting his name, quickly figures 
out how to fit in at his new public school: he gets psychiatric meds from 
various shrinks and sells them to students while encouraging them to vent 
about their issues. (The "therapy" scenes unfold in adjoining toilet stalls, 
a parody of a confessional, with Charlie as priest.) The movie, directed 
by former editor Jon Poll from a script by first-timer Gustin Nash, clearly 
disapproves of medicating students and deplores the society that feeds 
them Ritalin to extract their rebellious spirit. Charlie, after all, is only 
doing what the kids' parents would pay to have done professionally if 
they could afford it. 

It's too bad that the screenplay follows the same track as many 
of Gustin Nash's favorite films. Charlie himself is Ferris Bueller, Max 
Fischer, Harold Chasen, Lloyd Dobler, take your pick of cool misfits. He 
falls in love with the principal's daughter (Kat Dennings). He turns the 
school bully (Tyler Hilton, looking like a butch version of Morrissey) 
into his business partner in his pharmacological endeavors. His mom 
(Hope Davis) is Xanaxed (and moneyed) out of reality. He befriends a 
mentally-challenged kid and hires him as muscle. If there's an original 
voice here, it gets lost in the cacophony of previous original voices Nash 
cribs from. 




The actors, including the sometimes-annoying Yelchin, mostly take 
their cue from the deadpan style of Wes Anderson films, which works 
better in Wes Anderson films. The only person in the movie who sug- 
gests real, painful experience is Downey's Principal Gardner. Downey 
speaks very quietly and precisely and with a covert wit that tells you that 
Gardner, a former history teacher, really isn't cut out for a disciplinarian 
role. Gardner watches the students dyspeptically on a camera system, 
which provides the film's third-act conflict (this time cribbed from Do 
the Right Thing). We get it: Kids are drugged and spied on to prevent 
another Columbine, and people like Gardner, who remember what they 
were like as teenagers, meekly acquiesce to the administration. Downey 
calmly stays in the moment, as he's always done, and carries his scenes 
effortlessly. 

A movie that focused on the prickly relationship between Gardner 
and his daughter, who awkwardly attends his school, would've been a 
different movie but a better one. Charlie Bartlett simply isn't unique or 
interesting enough in itself to play in the same league as its betters; it 
doesn't even have the controversially stylized dialogue of Juno. Despite the 
occasional insight, it's a rather bland affair, a narcissist's wish-fulnllment 
that softens every conflict and deadens emotion as effectively as Char- 
lie's prescriptions or Gardner's desk bottle of booze. Though it gives lip 
service to Rebellion and Being Yourself, it's essentially a megalomaniacal 
nerd's dream of having people chant his name, stand in line to talk to 
him, and do whatever he says without question. Charlie Bartlett comes 
out for something new and weird: geek fascism.

The ORR Athletic Booster Club was organized in 
2004 for the purpose of supporting all of the athletic teams 
at ORR. Its mission is to encourage interest in and provide 
financial support to all ORR interscholastic athletic teams, 
and recognize and reward teams and student-athletes. 
The club promotes several events each year to raise funds 
for scholarships for graduating seniors and to allow 
student-athletes to raise money for special equipment, 
uniforms, team wear and supplies for their teams. To date, 
the Booster Club has raised over $100,000 for ORR athlet- 
ics. 

Funds raised by the Booster Club have been used 
to enhance the school's athletic facilities and to purchase 
equipment used by all of the teams. For example, last 
year, the ORR Girls' Track Team purchased a golf cart 
using their team funds raised through Booster Club cal- 
endar sales. This golf cart is used by the school's athletic 
trainer to respond to athletes in need of care. In 2006, the 
Booster Club helped fund the creation of a new strength 
and conditioning center at the school. Some of the club's 
future plans include the creation of an ORR Athletics Hall 
of Fame and further improvements to the school's sports 
facilities.
